after me. 

And who knoweth, whether he ſhall be a wile 
Man or a Fool? Yet ſhall he have Rule over all my 
Labour, wherein I have ſhewn myſelf wiſe under the 
Sun. This alſo is Vanity. 

There is nothing better for a Man, than that he 
ſhould enjoy Good in his Labour. T his is from the 
Hand of Gop. 

For Goo giveth to a Man that is Good in his Sight, 
Wiſdom and Knowledge and joy: But to the Sinner 
he giveth Travel, to gather and to heap up, that he 
may give to him that is Good before Gov. 

% To every Thing there is a Seaſon, and a Time 
to every Purpoſe under the Heaven : 

A Time to be born and a Time to die; a Time to 
keep Silence and a Time to ſpeak. 

Gop hath made every Thing beautiful in his Time. 
But no Man can find out the Work which God mak- 
eth, from the Beginning to the End. 

Wnatſocver Gop doth, it ſhall be for ever, no- 
thing can be put to it, nor any thing taken from 
it. And Gop doth it, that Men may tear before 
him.

Brother: Vet is there no End of his Labour: Neither 
is his Eye fatished with Riches; neither ſaith he, For 
whom do I labour and bereave my Soul of Good? 
This is alſo Vanity: Yea, it is a fore Travel. 

I wo are better than one; and a three-fold Cord is 
not quickly broken 

If they fall, the one will lift up his Fellow; but wo 
to him that is alone when he falleth. 

Better is a poor and a wile Child, than an old and 
fooliſh King. 

) Keep thy Foot when thou goeſt to the Houſe of 
Gob, and be more ready to hear than (5) to give the 
Sacrifice of Fools. 

Be not raſh with thy Mouth, and let not thine 
Heart be haſty to utter any thing before Gop. For 
Gon is in Heaven and thou upon Earth. Therefore 
let thy Words be few. 

If thou ſeeſt the Oppreſſion of the Poor, and vio- 
lent perverting of Judgment, marvel not at the Mat- 
ter. For he that is higher than the higheſt regargeth, 
and there be higher than (7) they. 

When Goods increaie, they are increaſed that eat 
them: And what Good is there to the Owner there- 
of, ſaving the beholding of them with his Eyes? 

The Sleep of a labouring Man is ſweet, whether he 
eat little or much: But the Abundance of the Rich 
will not ſuffer him to ſleep. 

There is a fore Evil which I have ſeen under 
the Sun, Riches kept for the Owner thereof to his 
Hurt. 

As he came forth of his Mother's Womb, naked 
ſhall he return, and ſhall take nothing of his Labour, 
Vhich he may carry away in his Hand.

() In the third Year of Jehoiakim, King of Judah, 
Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon, beſieged Jeru- 
ſalem.

Then Daniel made this known to his Compa- 
nions, that they might deſire Mercies of the Gop of 
Heaven. 

'Then was the Secret revealed unto Daniel in a 
Night-viſion : Then Daniel anſwered and ſaid, 

Bleſſed be the Name of Gov for ever and ever; 
for Wiſdom and Might are his. 

He giveth Wiſdom unto the Wiſe, and Knowledge 
to them that know Underſtanding. 

He revealeth ſecret Things ; he knoweth what 
is in the Darkneſs, and the Light dwelleth with 
him. 

'Then was Daniel brought in before the King. And 
the King ſaid unto Daniel, Art thou able to make 
known unto me the Dream, and the Interpretation 
thereof ? 

Daniel anſwered, The Wiſe-men, the Aſtrologers 
and the Magicians, cannot ſhew this unto the King. 

But there is a God in Heaven that revealeth Se- 
crets, and maketh known to thee what ſhall be in the 
latter Days. 

Thou, O King, ſaweſt, and behold a great Image : 
And his Head was fine Gold: His Breaſt and Arms 
of Silver, his Belly and Thighs of Braſs, his Legs of 
Iron ; his Feet Part of Iron and Part of Clay. « 

Thou ſaweſt, till a Sone was cut out without 
Hands, which ſmote him upon his Feet, and brake 
them in Pieces. 

Then were the Iron, the Clay, the Braſs, the Sil- 
ver and the Gold broken in Pieces together, and be- 
came like the Chaff of the Summer 'T hreſhing-floors, 
and the Wind carried them away.

Therefore when all the People heard the Sound of 
all Kinds of Muſick, they all fell down, and wor- 
ſhipped the golden Image that Nebuchadnezzar the 
King had ſet up. 

Wherefore at that Time certain Chaldeans came 
and {aid unto the King, O King, live for ever. 

Thou, O King, haſt made a Decree, that every 
Man that ſhall hear the Seund of all Kinds of 
Muſick, ſhall fall down and worſhip the golden 
Image : 

And whoſo worſhippeth not, that he ſhould be 
caſt into the Midſt of a burning, fiery Furnace. 

There are certain Jews, whom thou haſt ſet over 
the Province of Babylon, Shadrach, Meſhach and 
Abednego, theſe Men, O King, ſerve not thy Gods, 
nor worſhip the golden Image which thou hat 
ſet up. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar commanded to bring Sha- 
drach, Meſhach and Abednego; and they brought 
theſe Men before the King.

If it be ſo, our Gov whom we ſerve, is able to 
deliver us from the burning, fiery Furnace: And he 
will deliver us qut of thine Hand, O King.

And the Princes, Governours and Captains being 
gathered together, ſaw theſe Men upon whoſe Bodies 
the Fire had no Power, nor was an Hair of their 
Head ſinged, nor had the Smell of Fire paſſed on 
them.
